The grand jury Friday returned indictments against Robert 
M. Snyder, a Kansas City millionaire, for bribery in connection 
with the Central Traction steal of 1898, and former Councilman 
Frederick G. Uthoff, now of Denver, Col., for. giving perjured tes- 
timony on the same matter before the February grand jury in 
1902. The indictments were returned to Judge Kinsey's Court 
at 10:45 a. m., and followed the appearance of Uthoff before the 


grand jury for more than two hours. 
Uthoff slipped quietly into St. Louis being the last day of the June term.

The Mobile & Ohio tracks south of Meridian were washed out ~ 
by the flood and the train which left St. Louis for Mobile Wednes- 
day night was turned back-at Meridian.

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Thursday night, and registered under an 
assumed name at a downtown hotel. The 
Grand Jury assembled at the Four 
Courts at 8:15 a.m. Friday. The ex-

Uthoff was released on $3000 bond, 
signed by Joseph Schuler at 11:15. He 
stated that he would return immediately 
to Denver.

The Central Traction bill 
was framed, and after having once been 
vetoed py Mayor Ziegenhein, was passed 
over his veto, but at a cost to the pro- 
moters of $250,000 in bribes.

Fourth Ward Leader Says It Is 
a Finish Fight- With

DOUBTFUL 





South Side Wards Sure to Go 
Republican Because 
of “Lid.” 


The peace conference of the St.. Louis 
Democratic ward leaders, who have 
been at war for the past two years, was 
still in progress Friday with Harry B. 
Hawes playing the role of general medi- 
ator. 

As yet the conference has failed to 
attract the presence of State Senator 
Thomas E. Kinney, Democratic chiet- 
tain of the Fourth Ward. Senator Kin- 
ney told a Post-Dispatch reporter Fri- 
Gay that he had decided to fieht the: 
Hawes delegation in the Fifteenth 
Ward. 

“There is no chance of my compromis- 
ing,’’ said Senator Kinney. “It is a fight 
to a finish and I am either going to 
win or be defeated.” 

In the meeting presided over by 
Hawes it was said that the registration 
in the Fourth Ward would be consider- 
ably reduced. It was figured that the 
Fourth Ward is likely to give a ma- 
jority of less than 500 to the Democratic 
ticket. 

In the mayora'ty election two years 
ago the Democratic majority exceeded 
1400. Gov. Folk carried it by 2500. 


Democrats Are Uncertain. 


Senator Kinney asserts that if the 
Democrats put up a strong ticket the 
Fourth Ward will show its usual top- 
heavy Democratic majority. 

“We have canvassed every ward in 
the city,”’ said a well-Known Democrat 
Friday, “‘but without being able to say 
whether we are sure of victory at the 
November election. 

“The Republicans will gain in the 
First and Second Wards. In the Third 
Ward the harniony now prevailing be- 
tween the Miles and Hawes factions 
means that we will run up our vote 
several hundred there. We only car- 
ried it by 40 in the Wells mayoralty 
election. It jis Democratic by more than 
50 ~votes. 

‘We will lose a considerable number 
of votes in the Fourth Ward. I doubt 
ney cail bring the majority above 


‘In the Fifth and Sixth, which went 
Republican by from 800 to 1000 votes at 
the last municipal election, we ought to 
record big Democratic gains. Both 
wards, in fact, should be Democratic 
this time, owing to the fact that the 
Butiers are not fighting the ticket, as 
tney did two years ago. 


Six Wards Doubtful. 


“The doubtful wards in the coming 
élection are the Seventh, Eighth, Ninth, 
Tenth, Bleventh and Twelfth, all in 
South St. Louis. About 75 per cent of 
the voters in those wards are Germans. 
We expect to lose several hundred votes 
because of the ‘lid.’ In the guberna- 
torial campaign of 1994 the German 
Newspapers supported Gov. Folk and 
practically the entire Democratic tick- 
et. Now they are against us and work- 
ing for the defeat of the Democratic 
ticket. The ‘lid,’ of course, is the cause 
of their antagonism. 

‘"The Democrats polled a splendid vote 
in Soutlf St. Louis in 1905, but I should/ 
not be surprised if the Republicans 
swamped us down there in November. 

‘The Democrats anticipate a largely 
increased vote in the Thirteenth, Four- 
teenth, Fifteenth and Sixteenth Wards. 
We can't tell what the Seventeenth and 
Eighteenth will do. In the Nineteenth 
Ward we will miss the racetrack vote. 
The racetrack crowd was good for 200 
or 30 votes. 

‘Tne Democrats should show an in- 
crease in the Twentieth, Twenty-first, 
Twenty-second and Twenty-third wards. 

‘‘Phe Twenty-fitth is doubtful. It is 
pretty Independent, has a large silk- 
stocking vote and usually lines up for 
the besi ticket, whether Republican or 
Democratic, 


Twenty-Eighth Democratic. 


“The Twenty-sixth and Twenty-sev- 
enth wards may add to the Democrat- 
ic strength, and we are almost cer- 
tain to carry the Twenty-eighth if 
the right sort of men are on the 
ticket. 

“It looks to me as though a great 
deal depends in this election on the 
personnel of the ticket to be nom- 
inated by both parties. There are 
fully 15,000 independent votes in St. 
Louis. 

“An interesting fight is in progress 
in the Nineteenth Ward between 
Henry Fisher, a saloon keeper, and 
John Durning, telegraph operator, 
candidates for ward committeeman. 
Fisher is being backed, it is said, by 
the old racetrack crowd.”

TROLLEY BLACK MARIA. 


Delegate Gazzolo Would Give 


Prisoners New Vehicle. 

St. Louis will have a_ trolley 
Black Maria if a plan on which An- 
drew Gazzolo Jr., delegate for the Fif- 
teenth Ward, is carried out. The “Black 
Maria” is the vehicle in which convict- 
ed prisoners are conveyed from the 
City Jail to the City Workhouse. 

At present the Black Maria is an or- 
dinary two-horse bus, the body of which 
holds 10 passengers with some crowd- 
ing. 
“The poor prisoners who ride in this 
vehicle have still some claims,” Gaz- 
zolo said to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“On cold winter days these poor men 
and women are crowded tnto the little 
bus for the long ride to the Work- 
house. Most of them are insufficient- 
ly clad, have no outer wrappings, and 
I am sure they suffer severely on the 
long ride. The Black Maria is as hot 
in summer as it is cold in winter. The 
trip behind horses takes a long time. 
If a trolley car. were substituted the 
trip would be about half as long and 
the captive passengers would have some 
sort of comfort.”’

Delegate Connell Explains Ad- 
vantages of His Elevated 
Railroad Bill, 





TO HURRY RAPID TRANSIT 


City Cannot and Capitalists 
‘Would Not Construct Ex- 
pensive Subway. 


The Railroad Committee of the House 
of Delegates, to which the elevated 
and subway railroad bill was referred a 
week ago, is considering a date for a 


public hearing on the measure. Andrew 
Gazolo Jr., chairman of the committee, 
was in conference on the subject with 
other members of the committee Thurs- 
day. Delegate Connell, who introduced 
the bill and who favors it strongly, is 
a member of this committee. 

“It is all right to favor a subway,” 
he said to a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
} “but St. Louis needs rapid transit to 

its outlying ditricts so badly and so 
immediately that it cannot wait for a 
subway. The plan of those who favor 
a tunnel is to have the city build it by 
means of a bond issue. The cost would 
be enormous and no private aggrega- 
tion of business men could be induced 
to venture their money in the enter- 
prise. 

“A subway must be built by the 
municipality or not at all. This was 
the course pursued in Boston and in 
New York. St. Louis cannot do this 
for 10 years to come. The city is 
bonded now so close to the legal limit 
that some of the present bonds must 
be retired or the value of assessed 
property in the city must increase 
largely before bonds in sufficient 
amount to build a subway can be is- 
sued. If St. Louis wants rapid transit 
within the next ten years it must 
look to private enterprise. 


Intended to Cause Delay. 


“I myself cannot get rid of the im- 


pression that the tunnel idea is being 
pushed by the United Railways men or 
by those who own United Railways 
Stock andewho see in the prohibitive 
cost of a subway the continuance of 
the surface lines. 

The agitation for a tunnel is intended 
to keep St. Louis at the mercy of the 
United Railways for a decade to come, 
or until St. Louis can build its own un- 
derground road: I can sav for Tom 
Jenkins, who has given the subject 
much study, that he will not advise 
his financial backers to accept a tun- 
nel franchise. He has figured the cost 
of an elevated road and the returns it 
would probably give and he is willing 
to take such a franchise because it gives 
promise of a return, 

Those who plead for a tunnel forget 
that the advantages it offers are not to 
the passengers but to the property own- 
ers. The passengers outnumber the 
property owners 100,000 to~ one. An 
open subway or an elevattd road is 
more pleasant for passengers than 4 
tunnei, which must be lighted by arti- 
ficial light and the passengers can't 
look out of the windows. All they can 
dv is to twirl their thumbs or ruin their 
eyesight reading by inadequate light. 
Then, too, the ventilation of tunnels is 
not yet a solved problem. New York 18 
still having trouble with the smells and 
the bad air in its subway. . 


City Can Buy Road. 


“To be sure, an elevated’ railroad 
along a city street is not sightly or 
beautiful. Neither, for the matter of 
that, is a skyscraper. I admit an ele- 
vated railroad changes residence to busi- 
ness property on the street along which 
it runs, but it is the history of an 
that some must suffer for the good of 
the community. 

“The bill now before the House of 
Delegates is as near a municipal own- 
ership proposition as is possible. The 
bill gives the city the right to buy 
the road at 10-year intervals at a proper 
appraisement. If the city at any time 
wants to put the elevated railroad out 
of business we can buy it at a valua- 
tion fixed by three appraisers, one 
named by the city, another named by 
the railroad company and the third se- 
lected by the first two. 

“St. Louis is growing so fast that it 
must have rapid transit. A man will 
not spend two hours a day on a street 
car and he won't get off at Twelfth 
street and walk downtown because the 
great stream of cars and their stop- 
page to let off passengers blocks the 
tracks and causes delay. He would 
rather move to a town where he does 
not have those inconveniences. The 
time has come when St. Louis must 
have rapid transit if it wants to keep 
on growing. .The bill now before the 
House supplies the want.’’ 


TOMBSTONE ON SHIP. 


Monument Erected in Memory 
of Captain's Sister-in-Law, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 28.—Tablets com- 
memorating the exploits of ships and 
their officers and crews in war have 
been erected aboard various vessels, but 
the Hornet, a big ice barge from Maine, 
is the first craft on record to show a 
gravestone sacred to the memory of a 
beloved wife. 

With 1000 tons of ice the Hornet ar- 
rived in tow today from the Kennebec 
River. In the stern, on the main deck 
of the barge, is a tombstone erected 
to tue memory of Mrs. Henry Austin, 
wife of the cook of the Hornet, which 
is owped and commanded by Capt. John 
Austin, brotner of the widower. The 
crew consists of the two Austins and a 
cabin boy. 

Quarried from the Promised Land, on 
the south shore of Long Island, the 
monuinent is a globe, shaped by the 
splash of the waters and studded with 
various shells and stones. The top is 
encircied by a shell wreath, in the cen- 
ter of which is the name of Austin’s 
wife. Set in cement, placed within the 
bottori of a barrel, the tombstone rests 
upon 2 base. The pedestal has been 
polished and gilded until it gleams like 
gold.

Counterfeit quarters have been dis- 
covered in circulation among the con- 
victs. 

A quiet investigation has been in 
progress since the Fourth of July, but 
no report of the matter leaked out 
until today, when Guy Abney, mail 
clerk at the prison, received from a 
convict a counterfeit quarter with 
which to buy stamps. Abney did not 
notice at the time that the quarter 
was counterfeit, and when he did no- 
tice the coin to be spurious,- he did 
not remember from which convict he 
had received it. 

The officers will be aided in their 
investigation, however, by having the 
names of all convicts who gave mon- 
ey for stamps today. It is believed 
that if they are able to identify the 
Inan who gave the counterfeit coin 
to Abney, they will be pretty close 
to the man who is making them. 

Immediately after the Fourth of July, 
when the convicts were permitted to en- 
joy the freedom of the open space with- 
in the walls, and when stands of all 
kinds were run for them, a number of 
counterfeit coins were discovered. 
Though the officers have made vigorous 
efforts to find the plant, which is sup- 
posed, though not definitely known, to 
exist, they have been unsuccessful. 


Safety in Numbers. 


It would not be difficult for counter- 
feiters to make money in the prison, as 
practically all that would be required 
would be a plaster of paris mold, a small 
lamp, a little metal and a spoon. These 
could be easily secreted in a cell. When 
it is remembered that a systematic and 
completé search of every cofivict in the 
prison requires a search of moré than 
2000 men, it is realized that there would 
be little difficulty in secreting such 
small objects from the guards. 

At the prison factories there are em- 
ployed several outside men. Should a 
convict be able to establish proper re- 
lations with one of these outside or 
‘square’ men, he would have little dif- 
ficulty in sending the counterfeit coins 
outside the prison. Jefferson City po- 
lice have received no reports of counter- 
feit money in circulation in the town. 

The quarter found yesterday is not a 
good counterfeit. It bears the date 1899. 
The mold is not clear, and the coin has 
not a good color.

Bridge, in momentary peril of dropping into the muddy Mississippi, 
Billy Dwyer, intrepid one-legged oarsman and lifesaver, keeps con- 


stant vigil in a 16-foot skiff, tossing on the waves at the end of a rope, ready 


to cut loose and pull to the rescue. 

Thousands of railroad and trolley pas- 
sengers, crossing the bridge every day, 
see the man half reclining in the skiff 
down below with his eyes on the net- 
work of iron above him and wonder 
why he is there. Every day trainmen 
and Station Master Graham and Gate- 
man Nelson at the Washington avenue 
station answer scores of questions about 
him. 

Ten hours every day Dwyer, who lives 
in East St. Louis and became a river- 
man after he had lost one of his legs 
as at switchman, sits in his skiff in the 
middle of the river, always alert and 
eager to catch up his oars and save a 
life if the need occurs. His little boat, 
held captive at the end of a 30-foot 
line, tosses and rolls and tugs at the 
rope, and is swept this way and that 
by the wind and waves, and often seems 
in imminent danger of being capsized 
by the swell of passing steamers, but 
Billy Dwyer at home on the water 
and he has no fear. His pay is $2.60 a 
day. 

Icvery morning a little before 7 o'clock 
Dwyer puts off from the East Side and 
pulls with sure, strong strokes to mid- 
stream under the bridge. Lytle Daniel 
of 1708 North Fourteenth super- 
intendent of Terminal Association paint- 
ers, and his painters and two rig- 
gers are gathered on the railroad track, 
up under the roadway ready to begin 
their hazardous work. Daniel drops the 
line and Dwyer jockeys around in his 
bobbing skiff and catches it and drop: 
the hook over the forward seat. The 
boat drops down with the current until 
the rope, drawn taut, brings it around, 
prow against the swirling current, with 
a short turn. 

Billy Dwyer settles down for his ten 
hours’ vigil, and the painters go clam- 
bering down the latticed girders to their 
narrow scaffolds or cling with arm and 
leg to the slender rods and ply their 
brushes, with the rushing waters 70 to 
10 feet below them.

FOUND IN PRISON 


Officers at Penitentiary Are 
Searching for Counter- 
feiting Plant. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Sept. 
Officers of the

counterfeiters’ plant, supposed to be 
in Operation within the prison walls. 
Counterfeit quarters have been dis- 
covered in circulation among the con- 
victs, 

A quiet investigation has been in 
progress since the Fourth of July, but 
no report of the matter leaked out 
until today, when Guy Abney, mail 
clerk at the prison, received from a 
convict a counterfeit quarter with 
which to buy stamps. Abney did not 
notice at the time that the quarter 
was counterfeit, and when he did no- 
tice the coin to be spurious, he did 
not remember from which convict he 
had received it. 

The officers will be aided in their 
investigation, however, by having the 
names of all convicts who gave mon- 
ey for stamps today. It is believed 
that if they are able to identify the 
Iinan who gave the counterfeit coin 
to Abney, they will be pretty close 
to the man who is making them. 

Immediately after the Fourth of July, 
when the convicts were permitted to en- 
joy the freedom of the open space with- 
in the walls, and when stands of all 
kinds were run for them, a number of 
counterfeit coins were discovered. 
Though the officers have made vigorous 
efforts to find the plant, which is sup- 
posed, though not definitely known, to 
exist, they have been unsuccessful. 

Safety itn Numbers. 

It would not be difficult for counter- 
feiters to make money in the prison, as 
practically all that would be required 
would be a plaster of paris mold, a small 
lamp, a little metal and a spoon. ‘These 
could be easily secreted in a cell. When 
it is remembered that a systematic and 
complete search of every convict in the 
prison requires a search of more than 
2000 men, it is realized that there would 
be little difficulty in secreting such 
small objects from the guards, 

At the prison factories there are em- 
ployed several outside men. Should a 
convict be able to establish proper re- 
lations with one of these outside or 
““square’’ men, he would have little dif- 
ficulty tn sending the counterfeit coins 
outside the prison. Jefferson City po- 
lice have received no reports of counter- 
feit money in circulation in the town. 

The quarter found yesterday is not a 
good counterfeit. It bears the date 1899. 
The mold is not clear, and the coin has 
not a good color.

“The city charter will have to be 
amended to put such a commiss on in 
complete charge of the bridge work,’ 
said President O’Rellly of the Buard oi 
Public’ tmprovemenis to a Posi-Dis- 
patch reporter -Friday. ‘‘The chariur 
puts all public work absoluiely under 
the jurisdiction of the Board of Public 
Improvements. The new bridge is cer- 
tainly oublic work. 

‘Any commission given charge of the 
work would have to report to the Bo rd 
of Public Improvements and the hoard 
would, under the charter, have power to 
alter or amend its findings. An ordi- 
nance for the authorization of the work 
can, under the charter, reach tie Mu- 
lictpal Assembly only’ throughs the 
Board of Public Improvements. 

“If. the plan devised by the United 
Free Bridge Committee contemplates a 
commission of expert engineers who 
sHall work under the direction of the 
Board of Public Improvements that is 
another matter.”’

Why 
not put a complete stop to the drain- 
age of sewage into this. historic 
stream; turn enough clear water into 
it to clean it and keep it clean; stock 
it with fish, and maintain it, as the 
City of London does the small rivers 
flowing through its limits, for a thing 
of beauty and sweetness? The Wan- 
dle, in which Izaak Walton used to 
fish, was spoiled by factories, just as 
the Des Peres has been, but the au- 
thorities restored it to its original 
clearness.

I thought from the first that the Rules 
Committee made a very great mistake 
when, instead of amending the existing 
statutes, it did not, as the California 
universities, revert in toto to the Eng- 
lish code. Such action would have the 
double advantage of simplifying the 
game and making international contests 
possible between America and England, 
Canada, Ireland, Scotland and Australia, 
which are, under present rules, impos- 
sible, 

The fact that coaches are 80 unwill- 
ing to part with the ball or to take 
the chance of a kick or a long flying 
pass, forces upon me the bellef which 
I have always more or less held that 
compared with natives of the British 
Isles, Ireland and Australia they are 
“made,” not natural, football players. 
That is to say that they do not kick, 
pick up, catch, run with. pass and 
generally handle the ball with the same 
manual freedom and pedalistic freedom 
natives of the countries mentioned and 
as baseball players do in America. 

In England, Ireland and Scotland ev- 
ery man on a football team is sure 
to be a good punter, drop kicker, a 
sure catch of kicks, a good dribbler— 
controls the ball with the foot on the 
ground—and is capable of fielding foot- 
balls as a baseball player takes ground- 
ers. I have seen an entire English 1 
on which every man could drop kick 
over ™ yards every time, and most 
of them do it with either foot at their 
pleasure. In America a sure and easy 


is revered as a  heaven-sent rarity, 
while such a thing as a forward kick- 
ing is regarded as a miracle. 

Just as it is in watermanship, we are 
not natural football players. The rugby 
game is with us not a game at all. It 
is a mere spasm. Through severities of 
climate, or for other reasons it is not a 
winter pastime played from October to 
April with us. It is a fever of six 
weeks. 

I feel that the coaches and players 
who would succeed under the new rules’ 


must get away from the old line buck- 
ing and sure-thing, grind-out-the-yards 
game and come to the dashing, showy, 
reckless long pass and kicks of the 
English. It would have been much bet- 
ter had the Rules Committee made 
things simple by adopting the English 
code in toto. .The Cailfornia universities 
have done so with pleasure and profit. 
It is not easy to see why the narrow

PITTSBURG, Bept. 28.—The Western 
Pennsylvania Insane Asylum at: Dix- 
mont, a Pittsburg suburb, has author- 
ized the announcement that Bertha 
Beilstein, for the past seven years-an 
inmate of the asylum, nad escaped from 
the institution on last Sunday evening. 
Miss Beilstein was the most notorious 
matricide ever confined in this insane 
asylum, and the nature of her escape 
was in keeping with the crimes with 
which she has been charged. 

The young murderess, who killed her 
mother eight years ago and drove sev- 
eral members of the family to suicide, 
did not make her escape from the asy- 
ium unaided, and the fact that she was 
helped, both from within and without 
the institution, lends depth to the mys- 
tery and at the. present time every 
port on the Atlantic Coast is being 
watched that she is not carried off to 
Ieurope, and Chicago is being quietly 
searched by detectives who think she 
may possibly be secreted there with 
friends. An immense auto manned by 
two men played a big part in the es- 
cape of the Beilstein patient Sunday 
night. 

That the matter hag been carefully 
planned is now apparent. About the 
tliine for retiring the patients in the 
wing’ occupied by the matricide, three 
distinct short toots of an auto outside 
the institution, immediately under the 
window of Miss Beilstein, were heard. 

Miss Beilstein, according to her guard, 
dashed to the window, which was on 
the third floor, tore it open and jumped 
out on the fire escape. She climbed 
down the escape like a cat ang dropped 
one story to the ground, where two men 
stood by a large automobile. The in- 
sane woman was grasped and thrown 
into the auto, which was in motion in 
a second, and since that time there has 
been no trace found of her. 


Former Fiance Suspected. 


It the firm belief of the asylum 
authorities that some one who was for- 
merly very closely connecteqd with Miss 
Beilstein aided her in the escape, It 
hinted that a former lover and 
fiance of the young murderess had a 
hand in the case, as he is known to be 
wealthy. 

That it took much money to make the 
plans for escape work properly goes 
without challenge, and many of the em- 
ployes of the institution are now under 
close surveillance, Never was there an 
attempt to escape from any institution 
which worked better and more succes6- 
fully than this one. Had there been one 
hitch anywhere it could not have been 
carried out. 

The flight of Miss Beilstein down 
the fire escape is said by the attend- 
ant who was following, to have been 
little less than one long tumble. So 
fast did she go that she was at the 
bottom before the attendant could 


scramble out onto the escape. 

Dr. Henry A. Hutchinson, superin- 
tendent of the asylum, went to New 
York on Monday to take steps toward 
stopping the young woman's flight to 
Europe, as it is thought her friends 
or captors will not stop with her in 
America if they can get out. She has 
money, and all her relatives have} 
money, and for some time there has 
been a plan on foot to have her set 
free.
